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NEW YORK PORT COORDINATORS 
GROUP HONORED FOR PORT 
SECURITY EFFORTS 


Thirty-five members of the New York 
Port Coordinators Group have been 
honored by the Coast Guard and pre- 
sented with citations signed by Vice 
Admiral R. R. Waesche, Commandant, 
for “outstanding efforts” in preventing 
loss to war shipping in New York Har- 
bor and “valued contributions to the 
Port Security Program of the Coast 
Guard.” The presentations were made 
at the Department of Marine and Avia- 
tion offices at Pier “A” North River, 
Manhattan, by Rear Admiral Stanley 
VY. Parker, District Coast Guard officer 
and Captain of the Port of New York 
At the Same time 17 military repre 
sentatives of the Army and Navy, al 
members of the Port Coordinators 
Group, were given letters of commen- 
dation by the Coast Guard for their 
cooperation with the Coast Guard Port 
Security Program. 

The Port Coordinators Greup, headed 
by Commander Joseph J. Flynn, 
USCGR, was organized in 1942 at the 
suggestion of Vice Admiral Waesche t 
unite all New York port agencies and 
integrate the program to eliminate fire 
and sabotage loss in New York Harbor. 
The group, unique in the port’s history, 
has representatives of Federal, city, and 
private agencies and meets weekly to 
exchange information and suggestions. 
Under its guidance and through the co- 
operation of municipalities in the area, 
fire losses have been lowest in the port’s 
history, despite the greatly increased 
use of the harbor’s facilities due to 
wartime shipping. 

Rear Admiral Parker praised the 
group for their smoothness and effi- 
ciency of operation, citing them as an 
outstanding example of coordination in 
the war effort, and hailing their con- 





tribution in making the port of New 
York record for fires so remarkably low. 

Individuals receiving the citations 
were from the fire department of the 
city of New York, the Department of 
Marine and Aviation of the city of New 
York, the police department of the city 
of New York, the Maritime Association 
of the city of New York, the Port of 
New York Authority, the United States 
Treasury Department, and the military 
services. 


TRUCK DEMONSTRATING MA- 
RINE ENGINES ON INSTRUC- 
TION TOUR OF LAKES 


Training of Temporary Reserve per- 
sonnel in the care and operation of both 
gasoline and Diesel engines in sizes nor- 
mally installed in small boats is being 
provided through the personal generos- 
ity of Lt. John Mulford, USCGR(T), of 
Detroit. Lieutenant Mulford is training 
officer of the Detroit Coast Guard Auxil- 
iary Temporary Reserve Unit, and also 
president of the Gray Marine Engine 
Co. 

Procuring an automobile truck of suit- 
able size, Lieutenant Mulford had 
mounted upon it both gasoline and Die- 
sel engines specially prepared for train- 
ing purposes. Not only has this means 
of training been employed with Tem- 
porary Reserve operators of small boats 
in the Detroit area, but the truck has 
been scheduled to tour other parts of the 
Cleveland, 9th Naval District during 
February. Following the completion of 
this schedule the truck will leave for the 
Pacific coast where during March it 
will visit San Diego, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Oakland, Portland, and Seat- 
tle. It will remain approximately 5 
days in each place, where training 
courses will be inaugurated in collabora- 
tion with the local Temporary Reserve 
training officers.

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COAST GUARD PREPARES AIDS 
FOR EXTENSION OF DREDGED 
CHANNEL TO GULFPORT 


To suitably mark the extension of the 
Ship Island Pass Channel leading to the 
port of Gulfport, Miss., the Coast Guard 
is about to establish 5 lighted and 21 
unlighted buoys, and relocate and re- 
number the existing buoys in this chan- 
nel. The work of dredging the extended 
channel is being undertaken by the 
United States Army Engineers, and is 
now rapidly nearing completion. 

The entrance to the new extension of 
the channel will be located in deep 
water approximately midway between 
the northerly tip of the Chandeleur 
Islands and the west end of Ship Island. 
When this project is completed ships 
proceeding to Gulfport will pass through 
approximately 16 miles of dredged 
channel, about two-thirds being in the 
shallow waters of Mississippi Sound. 


COMMANDANT SPEAKS BEFORE 
VOLUNTEER PORT SECURITY 
FORCE OF BALTIMORE 


By declaration of the mayor of the 
city, Baltimore, Md., observed 31 Janu- 
ary as Coast Guard Day, on which oc- 
easion Vice Admiral Waesche delivered 
an address on the Coast Guard at war. 
This talk was given at a meeting of the 
Baltimore unit of the Volunteer Port 
Security Force, held at the Advertising 
Club of Baltimore. 


REVISED EDITION OF MARINE 
ENGINEERING REGULATIONS 
NOW BEING ISSUED 


Marine Engineering Regulations and 
Material Specifications, a publication of 
231 pages, is being reissued in revised 
form, having been corrected through De- 
cember 1944. A note on the cover of the 
new edition explains that there are no 
new regulations incorporated, and that 
only those amendments to the regula- 
tions which have been previously pub- 
lished in the Federal Register and which 
were made in the interests of the war 
effort and to bring certain Coast Guard 
requirements into conformance with 
those of other organizations have been 
added to the August 1948 edition. The 
other organizations referred to include 
the American Bureau of Shipping and 
the Manufacturers’ Standardization 
Society. 

The new edition is now in press and 
will be ready for distribution by the 
end of February. It is illustrated with 
line drawings. Copies will be available 
for distribution without charge to those 











in the marine engineering field having 
a need for them. 


AIDS TO NAVIGATION SCHOOL 
AT GROTON, CONN., OPENS 
WITH CLASS OF 22 MEN 


The new Coast Guard Aids to Navi 
gation Training School established at 
Groton, Conn., was opened on 15 Janu- 
ary with 22 men enrolled for the first 
course. Changes in the plans for the 
curriculum have resulted in a revision 
of the length of the course from the 
originally projected 16 weeks to a total 
of 20 weeks. This has been necessary 
to enable the school to turn out men 
qualified to perform duties in connec- 
tion with Aids to Navigation and men 
qualified specifically in the maintenance 
of Aids to Navigation equipment. 

It is planned to have classes of approx- 
imately 25 men each enter the school 
every 10 weeks. Headquarters has an- 
nounced that applications of suitably 
qualified men are now sought. Only men 
of high caliber who meet the following 
qualifications should apply. They must 
be rated first class or chief petty officers 


in the machinist’s mate, motor machin- * 


ist’s mate, or electrician’s mate ratings 
or other ratings if qualified by virtue 
of mechanical ability or experience; 
signify a desire to do this typé of work 
and be satisfied with probable future 
duty locations ; should be a mature type 
of individual and indicate a desire to 
remain in the service. 


AWARD OF SECURITY SHIELDS 
OF HONOR SHOW COOPERA- 
TION IN SECURITY WORK 


The Coast .Guard’s Security Shield 
of Honor, established as an award for 
outstanding aid in making possible the 
safe and uninterrupted flow of the coun- 
try’s manpower and war materials to 
the battlefronts of the world, has now 
been awarded te many organizations 
and individuals throughout the country.

MERCHANT MARINE LICENSING 
AND CERTIFICATING RULES 
BEING PUBLISHED 


A new publication, Rules and Regu- 
lations for Licensing and Certificating 
of Merchant Marine Personnel, is now 
being published by the Coast Guard and 
it is expected that it will be ready for 
distribution the latter part of February. 
In scope, this publication is a compila- 
tion of the rules and regulations appli- 
cable to this type of work. It includes 
all amendments to these which have 
been issued through 20 February 1945. 
For the convenience of the user, some 
rules and regulations concerning sea- 
man’s allotments, Shipping Commis- 
sioner’s functions, manning and simi- 
lar matters, are also included. In- 
cluded in an appendix are Navigation 
and Vessel Inspection Circular No. 26, 
dealing with physical requirements for- 
licensed officers and certificated men, 
and certain wartime orders which, while 
not a part of these rules and regula- 
tions, affect or pertain to maritime 
documents. 


290-FOOT ICEBREAKING CUTTER 
FOR GREAT LAKES SERVICE 
PLACED IN COMMISSION 


The 290-foot ice-breaking cutter Mack- 
inaw, built for use upon the Great 
Lakes, has been completed and was 
placed in commission on 20 December 
1944. Contract for the construction of 
this vessel was awarded to the Toledo 
Shipbuilding Co., Toledo, Ohio, in July 
1942, and the vessel was launched on 4 
March 1944. 

This vessel having a length of 290 
feet over all, has a beam of 70 feet, and 
a displacement of 5,C00 tons. It is 
equipped with three propellers, two aft 
and one forward, these being driven by 
engines with a total of 10,000 horse- 
power. 


NEW WARTIME RULE REQUIRES 
TANK VESSEL INSPECTION 
PRIOR TO WELDING 


As a means of preventing fires, ex- 
plosions, property damage, and loss of 
life, the Commandant of the Coast 
Guard has promulgated as an amend- 
ment to the rules governing the exami- 
nation of tank vessels, a provision that 
all cargo tanks shall be specially in- 
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spected prior to repairs involving rivet- 
ing, welding, and burning. The amend- 
ment is considered necessary in the 
conduct of the war, and applies to 
Tank Vessel Regulations, being effec- 
tive as of 15 January 1945. 

Part 35 is amended by the addition of 
a new heading and a new § 35.6-1 which 
reads as follows: 


INSPECTION PRIOR TO MAKING CERTAIN 
REPAIRS 


§ 35.6-1 Repairs involving riveting, 
welding, burning, etc—TB/ALL. Riv- 
eting, welding, burning or like fire- 
producing operations shall not be under- 
taken within or on the boundaries of 
bulk cargo spaces or in spaces adjacent 
thereto, until an inspection has been 
made to determine that such operations 
ean be undertaken with safety. Such 
inspections shall be made and evidenced 
as follows: 

(a) When in a port in the continental 
United States, this inspection shall be 
made by a gas chemist certificated by 
the American Bureau of Shipping; 
however, if the services of such cer- 
tified gas chemist are not reasonably 
available, the marine inspector of the 
Coast Guard, upon recommendation of 
the vessel owner and his contractor, or 
their representatives, shall select a per- 
son who, in the case of an individual 
vessel, shall be authorized to make the 
inspection. If the inspection indicates 
that such operations can be undertaken 
with safety, a certificate setting forth 
that fact in writing and qualified as 
may be required shall be issued by the 
certified gas chemist or the authorized 
person before the work is started. 

These inspections are intended to 
guard against the better-known hazards 
connected with the carrying of petro- 
leum products and also against the dan- 
gers inherent in the carrying of other 
chemical and vegetable products, the 
dangerous properties of which are not 
always as well understood. 


NEW COAST GUARD MEMBER FOR 
INTERDEPARTMENTAL SAFETY 
COUNCIL APPOINTED 


Appointment of John D. Dezendorf as 
Coast Guard representative on the In- 
terdepartmental Safety Council has just 
been made by Rear Admiral Chalker, 
assistant commandant. At the request 
of Mr. E. B. Landry, chairman of the 
council, Mr. Dezendorf will serve as 
chairman of the water transportation 
committee. 

The Federal Interdepartmental Safe- 
ty Council was created by Executive 
Order of 21 March 1939, to act as a 








clearing house for accident prevention 
and health conservation information 
within the Government service. The 
general policies of the council are di- 
rected by a board consisting of the Sec- 
retary of Labor, the Secretary of the 
lreasury, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of War, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, the Secretary of the Interior, the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and the heads 
of other agencies as are selected by 
them. 

Appointed to assist Mr. Dezendorf 
with his duties as chairman of the Water 
Transportation Committee are, Com- 
mander William I. Connelly, Lt, (j.g.) 
Ralph C. Smith, and Ensign Roger Hale. 


ALL LIGHT LISTS FOR 1945 
TO BE SOLD TO PUBLIC 
WITHOUT RESTRICTION 


The distribution of Light Lists for 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, through 
sales agencies in various ports, which 
has been restricted in recent months by 
Navy order, is now being resumed, the 
need for this earlier restriction no long- 
er existing. All Light Lists issued by 
the Coast Guard for the year 1945 will, 
therefore, be on sale to the general pub- 
lic by the Superintendent of Documents, 
Washington 25, D.C.,and by the regularly 
established sales agencies for official 
nautical publications in various cities 
throughout the country. A list of these 
sales agencies is published periodically 
in the Navy Hydrographic Office Notice 
to Mariners, with which the Coast Guard 
Notice to Mariners is now combined. 
The Light List for 1945 will appear in 
five separate volumes, as follows: At- 
lantic, Pacific, Great Lakes, Mississippi 
River, and Intracoastal Waterway. 
These vary in price from 25 to 75 cents. 


CIVILIAN WOMEN WORKERS OF 
COAST GUARD HEADQUARTERS 
SPONSOR LANDING SHIPS 


Two civilian girl employees of Coast 
Guard Headquarters were among a 
group of girls selected from all bureaus 
of the Navy Department to participate 
in sponsoring ceremonies of a number 
of LSM’s (Landing Ships Medium) 
which were held in New York on 27 
January. The Coast Guard representa- 
tives were Miss Gertrude Aartila of the 
personnel division, and Miss Imogene 
M. Hall of the seaman’s records and 
welfare section. They were selected by 
popular vote of headquarters per- 
sonnel. 

This sponsoring differs from the usual 
christening of a ship as a part of the 
launching program in that the women 
employees were presented to the com- 
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manding officers of the respective ships, 
were taken aboard the craft, and then 
took over the real duty of sponsor in 
standing ready to correspond with the 
crews in whatever part of the world they 
may cruise. 





OAKLAND REGIMENT CELE- 
BRATES FIRST ANNIVERSARY 
OF ACTIVE DUTY 


The Oakland, Calif., Regiment of the 
Volunteer Port Security Force cele- 
brated its first anniversary of duty 
under the District Coast Guard Officer, 
on 31 January, with a meeting in the 
Auditorium Theater in that city. Prin- 
cipal guest and speaker was Commodore 
Philip F. Roach, retiring district Coast 
Guard officer, and his successor Capt. 
William K. Scammel. A large propor- 
tion of the members of the battalion 
were present and in uniform. 


COAST GUARD PERSONNEL 
PARTICIPATE GENEROUSLY 
IN WAR BOND PURCHASES 


A total of approximately $5,000,000 in 
war bonds was purchased by personnel 
of the Coast Guard throughout the 
world on Pearl Harbor Day, 1944. In 
connection with this drive, headquar- 
ters is awarding plaques, suitably in- 
scribed, to the two units having the 
highest sales per man. These units are 
the Volunteer Port Security Forces of 
the twelfth Naval District, purchasing 
bonds to the value of $414,075, at the 
rate of $200 per man, and the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary of the thirteenth Naval 
District, purchasing bonds in the amount 
of $524,064 or $180.46 per man. 

The regular program for the purchase 
of bonds on the allotment plan by mili- 
tary personnel has progressed tq a point 
where approximately 53 percent are par- 
ticipating. The increase in this per- 
centage has been due largely to the co- 
operation of the district Coast Guard 
officers, who have heen very active in 
bringing the bond program to the atten- 
tion of all units. 

On the basis of percentage of partici- 
pation, the Coast Guard forces in the 
twelfth Naval District are in the le’d, 
their percentage being 87.1. In the 
eleventh district the percentage is 81.9, 
and in the first district 80.1. The St. 
Augustine, Fla., training station has a 
percentage of participation of 90.5. 

During the month of October 1944, the 
last month in which both monthly and 
quarterly bonds were issued, 85,177 


bonds were issued by the Coast Guard 
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war bond issuing office, bringing the 
total number of bonds issued since the 
beginning of the bond work to 505,021. 
The purchase price of this monthly issue 
was $1,930,200, which raised the accumu- 
lated total purchase value of Coast 
Guard owned bonds to $11,747,381. On 
the basis of maturity value, the October 
purchases will be worth $2,573,600, and 
the accumulated total maturity value 
$15,663,175. 


REVISED SECURITY MANUAL 
IS ISSUED 


The proper handling of top secret, 
secret, confidential, and restricted mat- 
ter by personnel of the Coast Guard is 
covered in a new and revised edition 
of the Security Manual, issued under 
date of 10 October 1944, and now being 
distributed. This manual contains de- 
tailed instructions relating to classified 
matter, as agreed upon by the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff and approved by the 
President. These instructions are ap- 
plicable to all members of the Coast 
Guard establishment wheresoever lo- 
cated. 


SMALL PRIVATELY OWNED 
BOATS SHOW INCREASE 


Numbered but undocumented boats of 
the United States, generally speaking 
being those of less than 5 net tons en- 
gaged in trade and those of less than 16 
gross tons used exclusively as pleasure 
vessels, have shown a slow but steady 
increase during the last 12 months. In 
January 1944, there were 366,744 such 
craft, the number falling slightly during 
February, but rising steadily since that 
time. The following tabulation is 
broken down by Coast Guard districts.

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VOTING INFORMATION 


On 15 December 1944, the Attorney 
General of the United States held that 
the Servicemen’s Voting Law (P.L. 277, 
78th Cong.) “applies to all elections at 
which Federal, State, or local officials 
are elected and for which absentee bal- 
loting procedures are provided by the 
applicable laws.” Accordingly, in 1945, 
the Navy Department will continue in 
effect its policy of giving maximum as- 
sistance to Naval, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard personnel eligible and de- 
siring to vote by State absentee ballot, 
to the extent practicable and compat- 
ible with military operations. Similar 
assistance will also be given to certain 
merchant marine personnel and to cer- 
tain attached civilians. 

Voting in 1945 will be only by State 
or local ballot. There will be no voting 
by Federal ballot because there is no 
general election for Members of Con- 
gress this year. 

The same basic organization used to 
administer the voting program for the 
1944 elections will be continued in 1945. 
Each ship, station, or unit will have 
a voting officer to carry out the duties 
of the commanding officer under the lat- 
ter’s supervision. These duties include: 

(1) Make postcard applications 

(USWBC Form No. 1) avail- 
able to personnel requesting 
them for use in 1945 elections. 
Cooperate in attesting oaths in 
connection with postcard and 
State ballots. 

(3) Disseminate throughout the 
Command election information 
furnished through official chan- 
nels. 

(4) Take all reasonable measures 
to facilitate the expeditious 
handling, transmission, deliv- 
ery, and return of postcards 
and balloting material by air. 

From time to time, information will 
be published in this bulletin as to elec- 
tions at which absent voting by service- 
men is permitted. Any serviceman, 
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member of the merchant marine, or at- 
tached civilian who desires to vote by 
State absentee ballot in such elections 
May request a postcard from his com- 
manding officer or designated voting of- 
ficer. The postcard should be com- 








pletely filled in and mailed to the Secre- 
tary of State at the State Capitol of the 
State of his voting residence. 

Information has been received as to 
the following forthcoming elections at 
which absent voting by servicemen is 
permitted : 

Illinois.—A primary election will be 
held in the counties on 10 April 1945. 

Michigan.—A general election for cer- 
tain State and local officers will be held 
on 2 April 1945. The following State 
offices are to be voted for: Two Justices 
of the Supreme Court, two Regents of 
the University of Michigan, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, Member 
of the State Board of Education, two 
Members of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, and a State Highway Commis- 
sioner. 

New Jersey.—A State primary elec- 
tion will be held on 15 May 1945. Mu- 
nicipal elections will be held on 8 May
